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Changes in Herd Classification Rules 


At the meeting of the Board of Directors at Cleveland, Ohio on June 6 and 7, 1945, the fol- 


lowing changes in the Herd Classification rules were approved to become effective October 1, 
1945: 





1. A herd will not be eligible for reclassification within nine months of a previous classifi- | 
| cation. 


2. Inspection of all animals listed in the owner’s application will be charged for at the same rate, | 
regardless of whether the animal is being inspected for the first time or whether it is a re- 
classification, and regardless of whether the rating is raised from a previous classification. 


This is a return to the original procedure of charging for inspection of all animals which the 
owner listed in his application. 


3. Only animals listed in the application will be inspected. 


Effective immediately: In view of the growing demand for reclassifying animals under the 
breakdown system, the following rule was adopted to cover situations between now and October 
1, 1945, when the above rule in regard to fees for reclassified animals becomes effective: 


4. When an owner requests that an animal be reclassified under the breakdown system, such a 
classification will require the regular fee charged for other animals in the herd, regardless of 
whether the present rating is raised.

Carrying on in traditional form, 
the Holstein breeders of Utah and 
southern Idaho held their 30th an- 
nual spring Black and White Show 
on May 16 at Richmond, Utah. Not 
even showery weather could dampen 
the spirits of this group of Holstein 
enthusiasts. There were 225 head of 
Holsteins exhibited by 37 breeders, 
186 of them being registered cattle. 
With S. B. Hall of Troutdale, Ore- 
gon, judging the purebred classes 
and County Agricultural Agent El- 
mer Gibson judging the grades, the 
show got off to a bang-up start. 

When the first class was called out 
for the purebred judging, 16 head of 
bull calves were led into the ring. 
Ross Gordon of Smithfield emerged 
victorious in a large share of the 
bull classes, taking first places in the 
ealf, junior yearling, and two year 
old groups. Utah State Industrial 
School walked out of the ring with 
the blue ribbon on their three year 
old bull. A splendid senior yearling, 
Rocky Hill Montvic Burke Joe, ex- 
hibited by Ralph Robson and Le- 
Grand Walker, received the nod in 
that group by Judge Hall. 

The grand champion class de- 
veloped into quite a contest, with 
Ideograph Renown Master, first prize 
two year old owned by Ross H. Gor- 
don, edging out Pabst King Model of 
the Utah State Industrial School for 
the purple ribbon. 

Entries by Plowman _ Brothers, 
Springcreek Ranch Co., L. Maurice 
Larson, and the Utah State Agricul- 
tural College were all fine specimens 
and attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion.

The aged cow class, while not 
quite up to the quality of the four 
year olds, was a treat to behold with 
24 matrons proudly showing them- 
selves before a large and interested 
crowd. 

Henry Drury of Preston, Idaho 
showed Willowdale Colantha Inka 
De Kol to first prize in the three year 
old class. This is an animal to watch 
in future shows, as are several others 
shown in this age group. 

Springcreek Ranch Company 
showed a very promising double 
Homestead heifer to the junior 
championship. Joan Fannie Premier 
had a lot of quality and plenty of 
what it takes to win in the ring. 

The groups, particularly the prod- 
uce of dam, senior get of sire, three 
best-uddered cow class, dairy herd 
and production classes created a lot 
of interest. Thain Brothers of 
Smithfield had a splendid first prize 
get of sire by Man-O-War Lassie 
Monarch. The daughters of this sire 
also won first in the production class 
with an average M. B. 2X produc- 
tion of 574 lbs. on 4 daughters. Ross 
Gordon won first in the best uddered 
class, while the Industrial School 
topped the produce of dam and dairy 
herd groups.

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Meeting An Emergency 


The American Dairy Association of New York is ex- 
panding its Board of Directors from nine, as originally 
set up. to as Many as seventeen with provision that they 
shall be chosen from dairy farmer groups other than the 
Dairymen’s League. This affiliate of the ADA was set up 
this spring to enable New York Milk Shed dairymen to 
participate in this great work for the whole dairy indus- 
try. Unfortunately several marketing groups, which see 
red whenever the League is mentioned, backed away from 
the project and refused to give their support to the June 
collections, on the ground that the organization was 
League dominated. 

This thing is far bigger than any one dairy farmer 
group, but someone had to act and act quickly to get the 
program set up and in operation for the June collections, 
that the initiative was taken by League men, we think is 
very much to their credit. Now, with the broadening 
of the base of the directorate, we hope no internal po- 
litical rivalries or jealousies will be permitted to stand 
in the way of full support and participation by dairymen 
of the New York Milk Shed. 

This is one period when the whole dairy industry of 
America must pull together to look after its own inter- 
ests. Our national production of milk has been tre- 
mendously expanded to meet the needs of a werld at war. 
When peace comes and the needs of starving peoples 
abroad hav been met, we shall have a tremendous prob- 
lem of finding a market for our products. At the same 
time, when subsidies are withdrawn, consumers will find 
that the government has been paying about 2c a quart 
on their milk bill and about 20 cents a pound on such 
butter as has been available. It will require a real job 
of public relations to overcome the sales resistance which 
will be generated when the consumer is asked to pay all 
of his own milk bill, without government subsidy. 

Then too there have been some forced changes in 
eating habits due to scarcity and high point value of but- 
ter. cheese, etc. It will require effort on our part if we 
get them all back on a pre-war basis. These are only a 
part of the jobs ADA is talking, New research on the 
value of dairy products and in new uses for them is being 
carried on aggressively. And the whole story will be 
forcefully presented through advertising directly to con- 
sumers. The administrating organization has the com- 
plete confidence of all dairy groups. 

It will require a huge war chest to carry out this 
program successfully. Yet if all dairymen participate, 
the burden on any one individual will be insignificant. 
We urge every individual dairyman in America to consult 
his own conscience, and if he has not made a contribu- 
tion during the June fund drive, to mail it now to his 
state ADA subsidiary or direct to National headquarters, 
American Dairy Association, 20 North Wacker Drive 
Bldgs., Chicago, Ill. You’ll feel better to have had a 
personal part in a program that will mean so much to 
every dairyman. The usual contribution is 2c per cwt. 
in fluid milk markets, or 1c a pound of fat in manufac- 


tured markets, based upon the June production of your 
herd. 


Blood Test Discussion 


In this issue we are presenting Dr. Conn’s answer 
to Dr. West’s criticism of an earlier article by Dr. Conn 
relative to the value of the blood test in controlling 
Bang’s disease. Readers may refer to our issues of March 
3 and April 7 for the original articles in question. 

We would like to offer a little lay comment of our 
own. Dr. Conn’s orginal article of March 3 aroused con- 
siderable protest from people of high standing, both as 
breeders and professionally — people who sincerely felt 
that such articles were setting back the clock of Bang’s 
control. 


We recognize a difference in the point of view of Dr. 
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Conn and state officials who are charged with public 
responsibility to the herd owners of their states. Yet we 
cannot fail to be impressed with the fact that so many 
of our states are not going along wholeheartedly with 
the control measures recommended by the U. S. Bureay 
of Animal Industry. Even calf vaccination in some states 
is still receiving only lip service from the officials jp 
charge. 

As to the test and slaughter program, our observya- 
tion is that it has been an expensive failure. Yet with 
all its faults and limitations, we do not see how the 
blood test can be simply thrown out the window, over. 
night, as Dr. Conn’s position would seem to urge. For 
what it is worth, it still is the best thing we have tc pre. 
vent the outright dumping of diseased animals upon up- 
suspecting purchasers. 

Vaccination has never been advanced as a panacea 
that would end all problems of Bang’s control. It is stil] 
necessary to practise reasonable measures of herd sani- 
tation and management, and even then the results will 
not always be 100% perfect. But even so, it is still s0 
far ahead of earlier methods of Bang’s control that there 
is no comparison from the standpoint of the breeder. 

Adult vaccination, which has proved a life saver for 
so many breeders in trouble, is at last receiving tardy 
acceptance. It seems to us a definite reflection upon our 
research officials that at this late date it is still listed 
by so many states as “‘in the experimental stage”. That 
too should be brought out from behind the barn. 


The Cover 


The photograph of Trixy Ormsby Beets appearing on 
our front cover was taken by Strohmeyer-Carpenter, last 
fall, near the close of her eighteenth year. She will be 19 
years old in December, and is the last remaining daugh- 
ter of Ormsby Sensation 45th in R. E. Eddy’s Newmont ¥ 
Herd at Poultney, Vermont. 

Trixy Ormsby Beets 1204276, classified Excellent at 
an advanced age, has long been recognized as one of the 
breed’s greatest cows. As a senior four-year-old she 
made a 2X record of 24,324.6 lbs. milk, 819.9 Ibs. fat, 
which at that time was a world’s record for both fat and 
milk for this age and classification. The fat record has 
since been topped on a number of occasions, but after all 
these years the milk record still stands unchallenged in 
the nation by any heifer under full age on 2X work. 

For five straight years, starting as a three-year-old 
back in 1930, Trixy never placed below third in class at 
Eastern States Exposition and was four times a member 
of the first prize Get there. When almost ten years old 
she was grand champion at Vermont’s two strongest 
shows and last fall at Rutland two of her offspring made 
up the first prize Produce. 

She has three A. R. daughters, Newmont Topsy (E.) 
with 305-day 2X records up to 672 lbs. fat with 3.8% 
test: Newmont Man-O-War Trixy, with three 305-day 2X 
records from 609 to 646 Ibs, fat, testing 3.8% each 
year; and Newmont Trixy Man-O-War, with a 305-day 
2X record at only 23 months old of 372.2 Ibs. fat with 
3.6% test. A son of Trixy, named Marathon Ormsby 
Sensation, sired some of the greatest cows ever in the 
Eddy herd including “Mabel” and “Tessie’’. Another 
son, Newmont Aristocrat, has been in heavy service 
the Eddy herd and has only recently been sold to Bolten's 
Clover Farm, Andover, Mass., where his proving will be 
continued. 

We are glad to give this recognition to Trixy Ormsby 
Beets as one of the breed’s outstanding examples of pre 
duction with type. reproduction of production with typDé 
together with longevity.

You can step off the Stillwater 
bus right at the Moscrip doorstep, 
50 yards from a barn full of daugh- 
ters of Dunloggin Confident, Dunlog- 
gin Follow On and Dunloggin Victor. 
It had been several years since my 
last visit here, and a real eye-opener 
it was. Those somewhat rough and 
leggy yearlings by “Follow On” that 
I remembered are now great deep 
bodied cows with their second and 
third calves. Many of the best ones 
are out of daughters of Dunloggin 
Confident—and they are noticeably 
better than their dams in the matter 
of uniformity. They are quite some 
cows. In the calf barn is an impres- 
sive array of 2 to 10 month old 
heifers sired by ‘‘Victor’’ the son of 
““Adeen” and Woodmaster. Dunlog- 
gin Adeen has left her mark upon 
them in their clean thin necks and 
breedy heads, sharp shoulders and 
straight legs. A good number of the 
**Victors” carry the blood of all three 
of the noted Dunloggin-bred sires 
used by Mr. Moscrip, their dams 
being daughters of “Follow On” 
from daughters of ‘‘Confident.’’

Hurried Visit at Gilkey’s 

I took time off during the after- 
noon of the sale for a flying trip out 
to the farm with manager Floyd 
Schendel. Two of the first animals 
we looked at were the two herd 
sires, Carnation Madcap Ambassa- 
dor, their son of ‘‘Imperial’’ from the 
1209-lb. fat ‘“‘“Madecap’’—and Gilkey 
Farms Top Row, a grand champion 
son of Carnation Criterion from a 
789-lb. fat 3.8% dam. “Top Row” 
is being mated to the “Ambassador” 
daughters, the first of which will be 
freshening this fall. 


The calves are largely by ‘Am- 
bassador” and if you have seen one, 
you have seen them all, for they look 
that much alike. The first one born 
at Gilkey Farms was sold at the 
State Sale that same afternoon for 
$1250, second high price of the sale. 


A junior sire is now seeing some 
service, and little has ever been 
said about him to date. He is a son 
of Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad, 
purchased from Pabst Farms in the 
Waukesha County Sale a year ago. 
His dam is an 821-lb. fat 3.9% 
daughter of Pathaway Ormsby 
Fobes. First calves by this bull are 
expected in August. 


The ‘Criterion’ daughters (he 
was a son of Governor of Carnation) 
in the milking string have very good 
udders, and they are big strapping 
cows, carrying their second and third 
calves, and starting out exceedingly 
well on their first A.R. records. Prov- 
ing on this sire will be late because 
no records were made on his daugh- 
ters as 2-year-olds. ‘‘Criterion’”’ died 
at Gilkey Farms last year. 


This ns one of the best farms in 
the country, with rich, level-lying 
land and as fine a set of buildings 
as one often sees. 


Mr. Gilkey was unable to attend 
the sale because of the illness that 
has kept him close to home for the 
past several years.

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There Is No Satisfactory Defense for the 
Blood Test for Bang’s Disease

In the April 7, 1945, isSue of The 
Holstein-Friesian World, Ralph L. 
West, of the Live Stock Sanitary 
Board of Minnesota, has taken occa- 
sion to criticise at great length an 
article written by me and published 
in the March 3, 1945, issue of The 
Holstein-Friesian World. 

I want to make it plain to Dr. West 
as well as to any other readers of 
my article that I have never yet writ- 
ten an article for publication for the 
express purpose of seeing my name 
in print, or, as Dr. West states, “for 
the purpose of needling or aggravat- 
ing sanitary officials’. I am just as 
honest in my convictions about the 
control of Bang’s disease as any state 
control official in the United States 
could possibly be. In fact, I think 
I am more honest because I know 
that there are a large number of 
officials who when they get Bang’s 
disease in their own herd will vacci- 
nate the entire herd even though 
they preach other methods of con- 
trol to the livestock owners in their 
state. This is not just a general 
statement but one that can be proved. 
I care nothing for the publicity se- 
cured from any of these articles, for 
had that been my objective I would 
have presented myself to livestock 
meetings all over the central west 
for the last several years and de- 
fended my position before groups in 
an effort to draw attention to my- 
self, and this I have not done. 


In my opinion there is not a sin- 
gle sanitary official in the United 
States in any state that can properly 
end. satisfactorily defend himself 
when it comes to the record as shown 
in his state on the control of Bang’s 
disease at this time. It might inter- 
est Dr. West and the other reads of 
The Holstein-Friesian World to know 
that in the last 30 years I have had 
published over my signature between 
3,000 and 4,000 articles, so one 
article more or less would certainly 
not inflate my ego to any extent. 

I will answer Dr. West’s criticisms 
in the order in which he has made 
them. 

(1) The 7 veterinarians who made 
the 11 tests in 25 days on the 15 head 
of cattle at Newton, Kansas, were 
all accredited and at least 2 of them 
were federal veterinarians. The re- 
sults published in this article were 
the results that they gave out after 
making these blood tests. It does 
not seem to me that it makes any 
difference in the final results whether 
these cattle had been vaccinated or 
whether they had been exposed to 
natural infection for, after all, the 
principal thing is whether or not the 
blood test is reliable in individual 
cases, and our conclusion fo many 
years has been that it is not reliable 
and all that anyone would know af- 
ter having a lot of cattle such as this 
blood tested is that (a) there is pres- 
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ent in that herd some possible in- 
fection, or (b) that they have been 
infected at some previous time and 
have become free from the active 
infection, or (c) that they have 
at some previous time been vacci- 
nated. My contention for many years 
has been that where there is suf- 
ficient infection in the herd with 
Bang’s that the blood test could be of 
any value, the owner and his vet- 
erinarian certainly can tell from the 
symptoms present that the herd is 
infected with Bang’s disease and the 
test is therefore a waste of time and 
money and adds little if anything 
to the owner’s or _ veterinarian’s 
knowledge of the herd. 


(2) Of course it is the border line 
cases, as Dr. West puts it, that cause 
most of the trouble, but it certainly 
is the border line case that one 
should be able to diagnose if prac- 
tical results are to be expected in 
handling such a herd. With any 
disease that spreads as fast as Bang’s 
disease will spread it certainly stands 
to reason that even though there 
were only a small percentage of these 
border line cases that there would 
be sufficient of them to reinfect the 
herd very quickly. Therefore, from 
a practical standpoint, any test which 
does not enable the veterinarians to 
pick out these border line cases is 
impractical. We have had other 
herds reported to us along the same 
or similar lines as the one at Kan- 
sas, the only difference being that 
most of the other herds the tests 
were made at about 30-day inter- 
vals, but the variation in the tests 
was practically as great. It does 
not seem to me that any unbiased 
individual looking over that chart 
of 15 animals blood tested for Bang’s 
disease, which shows that at some 
time during these 11 tests 14 of the 
animals were negative, at some time 
12 of them were suspicious, and on 
some test 7 of them were positive, 
and that complete agreement between 
the 7 veterinarians from the 11 blood 
tests made in 25 days was only on 3 
animals out of 15. After it is all said 
and done, what everyone is inter- 
ested in who has the blood test made 
is accurate results and not supposi- 
tions or possibilities. 


(3) Dr. West states that between 
laboratories there is little or no var- 
iation between them when the blood 
tests show negative or when they 
are definitely positive. But since Dr. 
West is willing to admit that there 
may be and usually will be found a 
large number of what he terms bor- 
der line cases or, in other words, 
suspicious reactions to the blood test 
in many herds, it certainly seems to 
me that this would nullify the value 
of the blood test in any practical 
Bang’s disease control program. I 
argued in my writings as long as 10 
years ago that the blood test for 


Bang’s disease had practically yo 
value at all except as a herd test. [y 
other words, a herd where there wer, 
several positive and suspicious re. 
actors probably had Bang’s disease, 
but that it had practically no valye 
as a diagnostic measure for individ. 
ual animals because we know many 
infected animals do not react, algo 
vaccinated animals will react. This 
in itself would cause most cattle 
owners to hesitate to submit their 
herd to the blood test for Bang’s 
disease. 

I cannot agree with Dr. West ip 
stating that only the border line or 
suspicious cases show variation. We 
have had herds under our supervision 
where the blood tests were made by 
federal and state veterinarians as a 
part of the accreditation plan where 
positive reactors became negative in 
30 days on more than one occasion, 
So we are of the opinion that you 
will find plenty of variation even in 
the positive reactions if they will 
only be checked against each other. 
Dr. West probably knows or, if he 
does not, we will enlighten him, that 
it is almost impossible to get one 
federal laboratory to test blood 
samples that have been taken in 
duplicate if they know it or even if 
they are suspicious of it. The fact 
of the matter is that they are very 
careful not to permit any checking 
of blood tests on duplicate samples 
if they can prevent it. 


(4) For Dr. West’s information 
we want to advise him that the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry supplies all 
antigen that is used in making the 
agglutination blood serum tests in 
official cooperative Brucellosis erad- 
ication work. I have known this for 
some time, but just to be absolutely 
sure I was right on this I wrote Dr. 
A. W. Miller, Chief of the Bureal 
of Animal Industry, who made the 
above statement in a letter on April 
14, 1945. Even though a different 
kind of antigen had been used, this 
would not in our opinion be any 
justification for such a wide variation 
in the blood test as shown in this 
Newton, Kansas, report. All antigen 
was standardized several years ag0 
and one of the principal individuals 
bringing this about was your own Dr. 
Fitch. 

(5) With reference to the tuber- 
culin test, we fully agree that this 
is a very effective test. We believe 
the test is 95% to 98% reliable, and 
we made this test more than 3! 
years ago when the old thermal test 
or temperature test was made. We 
do not think there is any connection 
whatsoever between the effectiveness 
of the tuberculin test and the ef- 
fectiveness of the blood test for 
Bang’s disease. Neither do we believe 
that there would show any such vari 
ation even though several different 
veterinarians passed on these sus 
picious reactors to the tuberculil 
test. My reaction is that an animal

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DEAN KILDEE HONORED 


Tribute to the dean of Iowa State 
College’s Division of Agriculture—H. 
H. Kildee—was paid on June 16 by 
the Iowa State Alumni Association of 
Chicago, the General Alumni Associa- 
tion, and Iowa State College as they 
presented him a Merit Award at 
Alumni Day. Dean Kildee is a native 
of Osage, Iowa. 

The Merit Awards were inaugu- 
rated in 1932 to commend Iowa State 
graduates who have made profession- 
al contributions of social value. 

Recognition to Dean Kildee was 
made for his agricultural and public 
service contributions. Known inter- 
nationally for his livestock judging, 
Dean Kildee also has earned high re- 
gard for his teaching and promotion 
of good agriculture. 

Dean Kildee was graduated from 
Iowa State College in 1908. There 
he was already interested in stock 
judging, and, in 1908, was high man 
of the entire judging contest at the 
International Livestock Exposition in 
Chicago. 

For 2 years after graduation, Dean 
Kildee did animal husbandry work at 
the Iowa Agricultural Experiment 
Station. In 1910 he was appointed 
professor of dairy husbandry and 
superintendent of the College Dairy 
Farm. During this period he became 
one of the foremost authorities on 
type in dairy breeds in the United 
States. 

Since then he has served on the 
committees of practically all of the 
purebred dairy associations attempt- 
ing to unify and standardize show 
ring and production types. Three 
breed organizations—Jersey, Guern- 
sey, and Holstein-Friesian, appointed 
committees to prepare true type mod- 
els and he served all three. He has 
many times served on the Holstein 
All-American selection committees.

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In 1916 Kildee was appointed pro- 
fessor of dairy husbandry and chief 
of the dairy husbandry division at 
the University of Minnesota, and in 
1933 he became dean of agriculture 
at Iowa State. 


His contributions outside the col- 
lege have been numerous. He was 
chairman of the Iowa State Planning 
Board from 1934 to 1939, and is a 
past director of the American Asso- 
ciation of Planning Officials. He was 
chairman of the agricultural section 
of the Association of Lang-Grant 
Colleges and Universities in 1938 
and 1939, and has been a member 
of its committee on instruction for 
many years. 

Kildee is a director of the National 
Dairy Association and has been chair- 
man of the Committee on Showyard 
Classifications and a member of the 
Herd Classification Committee of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club and of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. He is a director of the 
American Royal Livestock Show oft 
Kansas City and a member of the 
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DEAN H. H. KILDEE 


National Committee on Record of 
Performance for Swine. Dean Ki. 
dee has been a member of the Live. 
stock Marketing Committee of the 
American Farm Federation, and has 
served actively in the Anmericap 
Dairy Science Association and the 
American Society of Animal Produce. 
tion, being president of the latter jp 
1934-35. 

As an official in international live. 
stock judging in England in 1926, he 
represented the United States. Dean 
Kildee is the author of bulletins op 
feeding, breeding and management of 
livestock as well as on land use plan- 
ning.

is either infected with Bang’s dis- 
ease or it is not infected with Bang’s 
disease, and no test is of much value 
in the control of this disease until 
it can differentiate between a reactor 
and a negative animal, as far as 
Bang’s infection is concerned; in 
other words, any test that leaves so 
many doubtful or border line cases, 
as Dr. West terms them, loses its ef- 
fectiveness and value for that reason. 

(6) Time will tell whether or not 
the modified accredited Bang’s coun- 
ties are going to stay that way or 
whether there will be a heavy in- 
crease in Bang’s disease in these 
areas. I am of the opinion that 
there will be because the nature of 
Bang’s disease is to spread very 
rapidly in herds in those areas where 
infection is very slight. In this con- 
nection I want to call Dr. West’s at- 
tention to the fact that in 10 years’ 
work in the United States between 
the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
the various states there were accred- 
ited on February 28, 1945, only 43,- 
345 herds of cattle containing 842,- 
470 head, while on the same date 
there were under supervision 2,- 
273,272 herds containing 17,146,221 
cattle. There are in the United 
States at this time at least 78,000,000 
head of cattle; therefore the num- 
ber of accredited cattle in the United 
States after 10 years’ effort amounts 
to slightly more than 1%. The cost 
of this work for the first 10 years, 
including the indemnities, is no doubt 
$125,000,000, as the actual figures 
which we were able to get for the 


first 7 years of the test were $105,- 


000,000; therefore we reach the 
above conclusion. 


In Dr. West’s own state of Minne- 
sota it would be well to look at the 
record. On February 28, 1945, 
Minnesota had 263 -accredited herds 
containing 7,539 head of cattle, 
while on the same date they had 94,- 
568 herds under supervision con- 
taining 1,375,218 head of cattle, and 
that on this date they had vaccinated 
only 2,342 calves officially from Jan- 
uary 1, 1941, or a little more than 4 
years. It would seem to me that 
someone has been asleep at the 
switch and that they are not really 
concerned about controlling Bang’s 
disease most effectively in their state. 
I do not know offhand how many 
cattle herds are owned in the state 
of Minnesota, but I am quite sure 
that there must be 150,000 or more, 
so the record in Minnesota is not at 
all convincing of their effectiveness 
in the control of Bang’s disease. 


(7) This criticism has been part- 
ly answered previously in this article, 
but it is my opinion, and many 
authorities are of the same opinion, 
that this test is not at all reliable to 
the extent that the tuberculin test 
is reliable. Very few if any authori- 
ties feel that the old blood test and 
slaughter method would ever eradi- 
cate Bang’s disease. It might do 
Dr. West some good to read Dr. 
Birch’s comment before the United 
States Live Stock Sanitary Board 
in December 1944, on our present 
method of Bang’s disease control, 
in which he states that in his opin- 
ion there were no officials that ever

(8) A positive reaction to the 
blood test for Bang’s disease cap 
indicate the presence of Bang’s or. 
ganisms in the body of the reacting 
animal. On the other hand it cap 
indicate the presence of antibodies 
in the animal’s body, the result of 
vaccination or the result of a preyj- 
ous infection which is no longer ae. 
tive. Dr. West’s statement that a 
positive reaction indicates that 
Bang’s disease organisms exist in the 
body of the reacting animal is not 
true. 


In the practical control of Bang’s 
disease in the United States today 
the principal factor that is prevent- 
ing the successful control of this 
disease is the opposition to the vac- 
cination of cattle for the proteetion 
against Bang’s infection. It. has 
been definitely proved for many 
years that Bang’s infected herds can 
be freed of this active infection 
through proper vaccination and that 
in a reasonable length of time they 
become negative to the blood test. 
We have been wanting someone to 
tell us for 10 years why it is neces- 
sary to blood test cattle for Bang’s 
disease. A very interesting specula- 
tion in this connection is simply this 
—that on February 28, 1945, in 
Bang’s disease control work in the 
United States there had been made 
68,522,991 blood tests and that the 
result of these blood tests there had 
been completely accredited on that 
date 842,470 head of cattle, which 
indicates that for each animal ac- 
credited in the United States there 
had been made in the neighborhood 
of 80 blood tests. Now it must be 
evident to any thinking individual 
that if there were 40,000,000 head 
of cattle in the United States to be 
used for breeding purposes yhich 
should be subjected to the blood test 
for the purpose of setting up 4 
practical Bang’s disease control pro- 
gram for this herd, that there would 
not be enough veterinarians to even 
get this work started; neither would 
there be enough money to pay for 
doing more than a small fraction of 
this work. 


We cannot understand how state 
sanitary officials can make the state- 
ment over their signature that they 
are using all known methods in 
Bang’s disease control in their state 
when the records as shown by the 
monthly report put out by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry on this 
Bang’s disease control program indi- 
cate very definitely that these of- 
ficials are not using all methods of 
control to a sufficient extent worth 
mentioning. As an illustration, the 
state of Minnesota, as mentioned be- 
fore, has vaccinated officially only 
2,342 head of calves in a little more 
than 4 years. Now they should have 
vaccinated that many calves every 
month since that program went into 
effect or even more. We know from 
letters received from Minnesota cat- 
tle owners that the Department has 
made it so difficult to get their calves 
vaccinated officially that they give

BANG’S RESEARCH URGED 

The following letter was written 
to Richard N. Wells, as chairman of 
the committee on control of infec- 
tious diseases of cattle in Maryland, 
which is a committee of the Mary- 
land Guernsey Cattle Club. The 
writer, Mr. Thompson, is a Guernsey 
breeder of that state. It contains 
food for serious thought 


April 17, 1945 
In view of the fact that I had 
quite a lot of criticism for the inef- 
fective manner in which the control 


of Bang’s disease is being handled 
in Maryland and of the people hand- 
ling it I believe that it is only just 
that I place my thoughts and obser- 
vations on the subject on record with 
your committee. 

As you are aware, I had a ‘‘very 
good”’ Holstein cow with a high AR 
record contact Bang’s and I have 
practiced calfhood vaccination for 
the past three years. It is obvious 
to me, as it must be to many others 
of similar experience, that vaccina- 
tion will not eradicate the disease 
and that the pay and slaughter 
method, in Maryland at least, is a 
farce.

In the first place the control 
should be uniform and national as is 
Yellow fever or other diseases of 
humans and the Federal government 
should state the method of control 
for all states and the subject of how 
to handle it should be determined by 
a committee from all of the national 
associations of the various purebred 
cattlemen. Certainly it is of mutual 
interest to all of them. If your com- 
mittee can be instrumental in having 


such a national committee formed, 
you will have accomplished a great 
deal. 


Either your committee or one such 
as I have suggested will sooner or 
later, I am certain, reach the same 
conclusion as myself which is that 
no one knows enough about tne dis- 
ease to be able to recommend a 
method of control, no matter how 
drastic, that will surely eliminate 
the disease. 

What I mean is this: there is no 
one who can state that the disease is 
transmitted by such and such a spe- 
cific agent. I do not believe there is 
anyone who can state, with authori- 
tative knowledge that he is correct, 
that at a certain period and at pre- 
cisely that period and no other, the 
disease is contagious. I likewise 
doubt that any can say that he 
knows from a laboratory test that is 
positive, that the cow has Bang’s and 
can infect other animals rather than 
that she had had the disease and 
has recovered. They may say they 
know it but I do not believe they will 
know it the way a physician knows 
it with respect to smallpox, Yellow 
fever or many other diseases. 

If we accept the hypothesis that 
there is not sufficient knowledge of 
the subject to inaugurate a method 
of control that will work without 
failure and will surely eradicate the 
disease, we must then reach the ob- 
vious conclusion that complete in- 
formation must be obtained before 


anything progressive can be accom. 
plished. If we agree upon that thep 
all that is necessary is to decide how 
the proper research should be cop. 
ducted and most important, by what 
agency. 

When I talk about who should do 
the research work I realize that |] 
shall step on the toes of some compe. 
tent veterinarians as well as insult 
many excellent veterinary schools, 
their research staffs and undergrad- 
uates as well as many holding politi- 
cal jobs paid by the taxpayers. | 
shall hurt their feelings with the 
unqualified statement that no veter- 
inarian or any veterinary school has 
the quality of mentality capable of 
conducting a scientific medical re. 
search of sufficient scope or depth to 
discover all there is to be known 
about Bang’s and to create a reliable 
vaccine against it. I do not mean to 
be harsh with the veterinary profes- 
sion. It only stands to reason that 
the great minds able to _ discover 
such things as Penicillin and its useg 
or even to solve the intricacies of 
Bang’s are not to be found in the 
ranks of that calling. 

The only method by 
eminent’ scientific medical men’s 
energies could be directed to a re- 
search study of Bang’s would be by 
interesting them in eradicating the 


which the 


source of Undulant fever. If the 
purebred cattle associations would 
contribute amongst them the nomi- 


nal sum of say fifteen thousand dol- 
lars per year to be used in research 
by one of our great medical schools 
such as the Johns Hopkins, the 
money to be used exclusively in a 
study of Undulant fever and the cor- 
responding disease of Bang’s, I 
would be willing to wager that not 
many years would pass before all of 
the answers would be available. 

In conclusion I reiterate that it is 
useless for me or anyone else to ex- 
coriate the men in charge of Bang’s 
control in our state or even to insist 
upon greater efficiency in the live- 
stock sanitary offices. When it is 
known how the disease can be elimi- 
nated, then is the time to insist upon 
a Federal law with teeth in it com- 
pelling observance’ regardless of 
whether the cow involved is the com- 
monest sort of scrub or one of the 
more expensive purebreds backed by 
much wealth interested in circum- 
venting the law.

up in disgust and take their chances 
of getting Bang’s infection in their 
cattle later on rather than to submit 
to all the red tape that is necessary 
to have them vaccinated. That con- 
dition prevails in many other states 
and will continue to prevail just as 
long as officials think that they can 
put over a Bang’s disease control 
program with blood test and slaugh- 
ter features on the cattle owners in 
their state. 

I would also ask Dr. West to read 
very carefully in the March 17, 1945, 
issue of The Holstein-Friesian World 
the comment on Bang’s program 
which was taken from one of the 
leading veterinary publications of the 


United States, i. e. Veterinary Medi- 
cine. My own opinion, based on a 
very extensive practical experience 
in the control of Bang’s disease, and 
I want to make it plain that I am 
consulted from coast to coast and 
from the Great Lakes to the Gulf of 
Mexico on this disease, is that the 
present blood test and slaughter 
method of Bang’s disease control is 
the most tragic incident that has 
ever confronted the cattle owners of 
the United States I think it has 
resulted in heavier unnecessary 
losses than any animal plague that 
we have ever experienced up to this 
time that we have ever experienced 
up to this time. It is high time that 
state live stock control officials 
awaken to the fact that the cattle

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REGISTRATION OF 
CRYPTORCHIDS 

An Arizona subscriber has written 
us regarding the policy of the As- 
sociation in registering bulls with 
only one testicle in evidence. We 
asked Secretary Norton to reply and 
here is his letter: 

February 23, 1945 

Mr. Prescott of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian World has sent us a copy of your 
inquiry of January 23 in regard to a 
bull with only one testicle in evi- 
dence. 

The seriousness of this condition 
is a matter of considerable difference 
of opinion and this Association has 
never adopted any rules or regula- 
tions which would bar the registra- 
tion of such an animal. Some breed- 
ers pay no attention to this condition 
and consider that such a bull, if he 
has good breeding, is just as use- 
ful as he would be if normal. Other 
breeders take the opposite position 
and refuse to use such a bull in serv- 
ice. However, in the showring, ac- 
cording to our Score Card, this de- 
fect is listed as a disqualification 
and the judge would be expected to 
bar such an animal from the show- 
ing. 

In his book on Breeding and Im- 
provement of Farm Animals, Prof V. 
A. Rice of Massachusetts State Col- 
lege, mentions cryptorchidism, which 
is the technical term applied to ani- 
mals in which one or both testicles 
are held up in the abdominal cavity 
and are not let down in the scrotum. 
He says: 

“Tf one testicle is present in the 
scrotum, the animal is probably 
fertile, although it is a grave 
question whether or not any ani- 
mal ought to be used for breeding 
purposes if it shows genetical ab- 
normalities of any sort, for they 
may possibly be inherited.”’ 


There is very little in the litera- 
ture on this subject and this is about 
the only discussion which I find 
available. It would be difficult to 
administer a By-Law which barred 
such an animal from registration be- 
cause in most cases the fact might 
not be discovered until the animal 
was old enough for service and pos- 
sibly after he had already been regis- 
tered and sold and transferred to a 
new owner. 


In my own experience with our 
herd at home on the farm years ago, 
we had a bull which was very highly 
thought of in our community at the 
time and which had only one testicle 
in the scrotum and we used him for 
quite a number of years and found 
him just as sure a breeder as any 
other bull we had used and he never 
sired a bull calf with this defect to 
my knowledge. However, as Profes- 
sor Rice states, this defect may be 
transmitted to offspring and I have 
known of other instances in which 
bulls with this defect sired calves 
carrying the same abnormal condi- 
tions.

Now with the development of modern breeding meth- 
ods, there is considerable desire among breeders for the 
shipment of semen from selected bulls for artificial breed- 
ing. The position of the Bureau of Customs is that as 


this is a commodity not specifically provided for in the 
tariff regulations, it comes under the blanket coverage 
of all items not enumerated at a 10% ad valorem rate.

We do not feel that the subject would be at all cop. 
troversial in Congress, and now, when the subject of 
trade relations is so much in the public consciousness, 
would seem like a favorable time to get action on this 
matter. Perhaps this is a job for the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association, bringing the influence of all of the 
dairy breed associations to bear in sponsorship. 





Fundamentals in Testing Study 


Even with the steady and gratifying growth of inter- 
est in HIR, this department of our Association is stil] 
providing production information on but a small fraction 
of the number of registered Holstein herds regulary 
tested in DHIA. If all herd owners should decide to enter 
HIR, the facilities of the Association would be over- 
whelmed. Even at present these facilities are so strained 
that consideration has been given to the question of ac. 
cepting no new herds for the duration of the present 
critical shortage of clerical help and office space. 

Present rules for supervision of HIR records and 
Standard DHIA represent very little practical difference, 
It is probably true that under existing conditions the 
rules are being more carefully followed in HIR, where 
the herd figures are subject to office scrutiny from month 
to month during the progress of the testing. 

These two questions appear to be fundamental: 

1—Do DHIA records, made under standard rules, 

command the confidence that would justify the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America in ac- 
cepting them for permanent publication and use 
on a par with present HIR records? 

2—-Would the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 

ica be on safe ground to accept approved DHIA 
records by registered Holsteins as its basic form 
of herd testing, maintaining the present HIR sys- 
tem only for herds unable to get testing service in 
an approved DHI Association? 

If an affirmative answer to these questions is found, 
then comes the problem of detail as to how most efficient- 
ly and accurately to integrate DHIA into our present sys- 
tem. The objective clearly is to provide the greatest 
possible service to Holstein breeders and to the whole 
industry. Obviously this will not be the result if the bars 
are lowered to a point that the record system cannot be 
protected from exploitation, Records are meaningless 
without public confidence in their authenticity. 

Our own view is that standard DHIA records, in well- 
conducted associations, now have the full respect of 
breeders, With the added dignity of recognition by the 
breed Association, we would expect the full cooperation 
of state dairy extension men in strengthening the get- 
eral supervision adequately. A system of re-checking the 
arithmetic in the Brattleboro office, much less laborious 
than the present month-to-month build up, should have 
the effect of keeping supervisors on their toes. 

Comments and suggestions from breeders are urgett- 
ly requested to help the Committee in finding the right 
answers. We have already had quite a number of letters 
in response to our previous announcement. We would 
like many more such.

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BRITISH SOCIETY TO ACCEPT 
CANADIAN AND UNITED STATES 
REGISTRATIONS 


“A satisfactory arrangement has 
been made with the British-Friesian 
Cattle Society which will allow the 
re-registration in the Society’s Herd 
Book of Canadian and U.S.A. Hol- 
steins imported into Britain in the 
future,’’ was the good news that G. 
M. Clemons, Secretary-Manager of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada brought back with him from 
a two months’ visit to Great Brit- 
ain. ‘‘Certain details remain to be 
Settled between the respective As- 
sociations, but agreement has been 
reached on the principle that high 
quality breeding stock should be 
freely exchanged between the three 
countries.”’ 

A committee appointed by the 
Society is expected to visit Canada 
later this year for the purpose of 
studying the general type and pro- 
duction of Canadian Holsteins. It is 
expected that they will also select 
the first importation for their mem- 
bers. This shipment will probably 
consist of around 100 head, mostly 
high-class bulls. 

“I do not expect that there will be 
any heavy movement of cattle to 
Britain for at least two years,” said 
Mr. Clemons. “This is because of 
currency and shipping restrictions. 
However, the long term outlook is, 
I believe, very favourable. The fact 
that our Holsteins can now be re- 
registered in Great Britain should 
develop a considerable market there 
for our better cattle at good prices.’’ 

Mr. Clemons reports that there is 
great interest in Canadian Holsteins, 
both purebreds and commercial cat- 
tle, in Britain. Our cattle shipped 
over just previous to the war have 
proven very satisfactory producers 
and are highly regarded by their 
owners Among the prominent 
Britishers interested in establishing 
herds of Canadian Holsteins is Lord 
Beaverbrook. He hopes to secure 
around 25 head of foundation ani- 
mals this fall. 

At a meeting of the Directors of 
the British-Friesian Society which 
Mr. Clemons addressed, he was asked 
to convey to the members of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada 
the thanks of the Society for the sum 
of $24,677 which the Association 
members here raised and sent to 
Britain during the war years to help 
relieve distress caused by the war. 
This money administered by the 
Society and was largely used to help 
rehabilitate merchant sailors who 
lost their belongings through enemy 
action in the Atlantic.

MORE ABOUT THE CHAMPION 

E. R. MeIntyre, Information Spec- 
ialist with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture sends us the following 
information regarding the making of 
A.R. records in the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry herd at Beltsville, Md. It is 
of special interest because of the new 
U. S. Championship record of 1207 
lbs. on 3X milking reported in this 
issue. 

“Production records in the Belts- 
ville herd are made on cows all re- 


ceiving uniform environment and 
similar normal feed and manage- 
ment. All cows are barn fed through- 


out the lactation period. No special 
high pressure rations are fed to cows 
on official test. All cows get corn 
silage and alfalfa hay, balanced with 
standard grain mixtures. The aim is 
to give all cows a chance to produce 


up to the limit of their inherent 
capacity. Each cow gets about 10 
percent more nutrients than her 
feeding standard requirements so 


that feed will not be a limiting fac- 
tor.’’ 

He also states that she has drop- 
ped five calves, all bulls. Of these 
one is still in the Beltsville herd, one 
is in service in the Penna State 
Prison herd at Rockview and another 
is in an artificial breeding ring in 
southeastern Pennsylvania. She has 
been on official test for four of her 
five lactations. Her unofficial life- 
time record, including all five lacta- 
tions and parts of her test years 
when she was not under observation 
officially, totals 120,579 lbs. milk, 
4618 lbs. fat.

A strong Holstein movement jg 
underway in Pontotoc County, Oki. 
homa, under the direction of ¢. H 
Hailey, the county agent, closely as. 
sisted by Elmer Kennison of the 
Chamber of Commerce in Ada. This 
movement took form early in the 
spring. The first big question was 
where can we get Holsteins of the 
best type with high production ree. 
ords back of them. The Extension 
Service in Stillwater recommended 
the Wisconsin breeders, who haye 
supplied so many fine animals to the 
southern states. A trip by the two 
men from Pontotoc County, with 
most hearty cooperation of the Ex. 
tension workers and breeders ip 
Wisconsin, made it possible to secure 
22 fine heifers. Six heifers were fur- 
nished by R. A. Gefke & Sons, Ore- 
gon, Wisconsin; five, by Arnold 0. 
Larson, McFarland, Wisconsin; 
three, by the Mendota State Hospital, 
Madison, Wisconsin; three, by Louis 
Nelson, Oregon, Wisconsin; one, by 
Oscar Holte, Stoughton, Wisconsin; 
ene, by R. E. Cowling, Ada, Okla- 
homa; one, by Harral Allen, Ada, Ok- 
lahoma. 

Next in line was a finance prob- 
lem. However, the city of Ada had 
plenty of good sponsors. Cudahy 
Packing Co., which furnishes a good 
market for milk at their cheese fac- 
tory, was the most liberal sponsor, 
financing five heifers. Mrs. D. F. 
Fleet furnished four heiers. Two 
heifers were furnished by the Ada 
Chamber of Commerce. One heifer 
each was furnished by the Ada Lions 
Club, Ada Milling Co., and individ- 
uals. 

After the heifers reached Ada in 
excellent condition, the county agent 
sent a letter to each boy to come and 
receive his calf, sign a contract, and 
follow instructions. The contract was 
not very complicated but involved 
the promise to pay in two years or 
return a heifer of equal value to ex- 
pand this project. 

After a few weeks, the largest Hol- 
stein calf show ever held in the state 
was staged in Ada. It was a great 
day because each boy had a full day’s 
instruction in feeding and showing 
heifers preceding the show. Profes- 
sor P. C, McGilliard of the college 
gave this instruction. 

At the show, the juniors competed 
with adult exhibitors. The classifica- 
tion was adjusted to help the juniors 
to fit in to best advantage. 

The awards were made on the Dan- 
ish system, with blue ribbons award- 
ed to 12 calves, red ribbons to 9, and 
white ribbons to 3. All of the boys 
are FFA or 4-H members. 

In addition to the ribbons, some 
cash prizes which just covered the 
expenses of the boys’ exhibits were 
given by the Chamber of Commerce. 

Today the boys look forward to a 
large Holstein development in east- 
en Oklahoma and towards stabilizing 
the dairy industry by using outstand- 
ing Holsteins.

UNRRA TO SHIP 50,000 
ANIMALS IN 18 MONTHS 

With the dispatch to Greece and 
Yugoslavia in June of 1200 head in 
its first relief-replacement shipment 
of dairy heifers and draft horses by 
United Nations Relief and Rehabili- 
tation Adm., a program of aid in re- 
storing heavy livestock losses in five 
nations has begun. The Athens area 
now has only 2,500 dairy cows com- 
pared to 25,000 before the war. 

In the next 18 months UNRRA 
will require some 25,000 bred 
heifers and utility cattle, a few bulls, 
stallions, rams and boars for breed- 
ing purposes and about 25,000 draft 
animals (horses, mules and asses) 
for hauling and work. Only half of 
the number required will be bought 
in the U. S. and theh rest in other 
United Nations of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

Shipping space is limited in handl- 
ing livestock and it is expected that 
only a small part of the actual needs 
of the liberated areas for milk and 
draft power can be met in this way, 
although such help is welcome there. 
In the five nations where full-scale 
UNRRA aid is given—Greece, Al- 
bania, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, 
and Poland—more than one-fifth of 
the livestock has been lost. In Greece 
and Yugoslavia the proportion lost 
is about one-third. The immediate 
purchase problem contemplates re- 
placement of only about one percent 
of the losses. 


Moreover, in handling the pur- 
chases there must be the greatest 
care as to quality standards and 


health safeguards. All livestock buy- 
ing will be done on behalf of For- 
eign Economic Adm. and UNRRA.

This is no time to unload cull cattle 
or faulty horses on the Government 
for such export, if the good reputa- 
tion of U. S. livestock and dairy in- 
dustry is to be maintained abroad at 
a critical period. 

On the contrary, there is some in- 
dication that established livestock 
breeders and breed clubs may donate 
or give discounts on superior-germ- 
plasm foundation animals to be sent 
to those destitute countries under a 
good-will program.

Twin City Milk Producers’ Associ- 
ation reports an all-time record in 
milk production handled by them in 
May. The total was 51,374,617 Ibs. 
Fluid sales were up 11% from May 
1944 and represented just over 46% 
of the total intake of milk. The prices 
paid were $3.04 for A+ grade; $2.92 
for A grade and $2.80 for B grade, 
plus a 25-cent subsidy. Steps are 
being taken to place the Twin Cities 
under a Federal Market Order, aim- 
ing at post-war stability in this mar- 
ket. The first public hearings were 
held May 22-28, and developed little 
substantial opposition.

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dairy. The dairy, which will furnish 
fresh milk for the thousands of 
wounded troops recuperating in hos- 
pitals, is supervised by Paul Gantt 
of Honolulu, principal livestock spe- 
cialist of the Central Pacific Area 
for FEA. 

One thousand feeder hogs also 
have been assigned to FEA. These 
will be fattened on garbage collected 
from the various Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps camps. Later they 
will be slaughtered and the fresh 
pork distributed to hospitals and 
military establishments. Some of the 
hogs will be sold to natives. 

Six Braham bulls and six heifers 
from Texas, two Holstein bulls and 
43 breeder boars and sows have been 
assigned to the Military Government 
for breeding purposes. They will be 
used to bolster the depleted livestock 
of the island. Before the war there 
was approximately 8,500 head of cat- 
tle here. Today there are less than 
4,000. 

The cattle were unloaded from the 
ships to LSTs in crates lowered over 
the side. The LSTs then pulled to 
shore where the cattle were loaded 
on trucks through specially con- 
structed loading chutes. 

The shipment not only will be of 
aid to the wounded but is expected 
to do much toward assisting the na- 
tive economy.

weight of her milk which was 11,857

ARTHUR DANKS 

One of the best-known dairymen 
and farm leaders in New Jersey is 
arthur Danks. Because he is one of 
the most modest of men, few if any 
people are aware of the important 
part that he has played in making 
Holstein history. Back in 1915 he 
pught in dam a calf from E. C. 
gchroeder, one time noted breeder in 
Minnesota, The calf turned out to be 


a bull. The price paid for him was 
310,000. His name was King of the 
Qrmsbys. He was bred to quite a 


number of cows at Tranquility Farms 
of which Mr. Danks was then the 
young superintendent. A little later 
, half interest in him was sold to 
Winterthur Farms, Wilmington, Del., 
and later the entire interest. Today 
all well-informed Holstein breeders 
know that scores of thousands of 
registered black and whites have 
descended from this noted sire. Tran- 
quility Farm is now one of the ten 
farms included in the 6500-acre 
Rutherfurd Stuyvesant Estate of 
which Mr. Danks is superintendent. 
Six of these carry 300 head of Hol-

steins. Bach year from 15 to 20 
calves are raised for every 100 cows. 

A sound culling program has been 
easy because the herd has been in a 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
since 1914. In fact Mr. Danks was a 
pioneer in helping to start produc- 
tion testing in the state. His herd 
average has reached 436 pounds of 
lat for the 75 head in the Tranquil- 
ity herd. Last year it was 399 Ibs. 
on two-times milking. The biggest 
disease problem has been mastitis. 
Calf vaccination is highly favored. 
Last year there was only one abor- 
tion among 80 first freshening heif- 
ers. The superintendent is also a 
noted sheep judge and raises quality 
Dorsets. He was one of the first to 
recognize the advantages of artificial 
breeding of cattle and is a director of 
Cooperative Breeding Association No. 
1. One of the Tranquility sires 
known as “Trailblazer”, purchased 
at the Montvic Dispersal, is a part of 
the “bull power” at the headquarters 
of this organization at Clinton. Prac- 
eally all of the 300 head of cows 
have been artificially bred each year 
ince November, 1938.
